Next Week to Attend 
Kindergarten Classes 


Children enrolling in kindergar- 
ten for the first time in Albany 
sthools are to register in the ‘kin- 
dergarten room of the school they 
are to attend on Thursday, Feb. 3, 
from 9 to 12 a. m. In order to reg- 
ister for°the February class they 
must be 434 years. of age as of 
Feb. 1. Either a birth certificate or. 
other proof of age must be present- 
ed at the time of registration. 


The new semester opens on Mon- 
day, Feb, 7, On that day, all new 
students, other than kindergarten 
children, will register in the office 
of the school they will attend.

As only $86,000 was col- 
lected in the Jast March of Dimes, 
‘the Alameda County Chapter of 
I the National Foundation for Infan- 
tile Paralysis exhausted its reserve 
to meet the emergency.
